PUBLIC  HEALTH  COLMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  22nd  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough.  This  includes  a  report  on  those  services  in  the  town 
administered  hy  Cheshire  County  Council  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946« 

The  statistics  for  the  year  imder  review  show  a  fall  in  the 
death  rate  from  15»24-  to  13 *3  per  thousand  population.  The  number 
of  infant  deaths  remained  the  same  as  in  1968  although  the  rate  of 
27*0  is  higher  because  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  associated 
live  births,  379 >  compared  vrith  39^  ir  19^8.  Notifiable  diseases 
continue  to  be  less  and  less  important  with  the  availability  of  a 
•wide  range  of  vaccines  and  the  improvement  of  sanitary  conditions 
and  only  132  cases  v/ere  reported  to  me.  The  most  recent  vaccine 
available  to  the  vaccinator  is  one  against  German  Measles  which 
if  correctly  used  could  prevent  much  anxiety  experienced  by  pregnant 
women  in  contact  with  this  disease  and  indeed  reduce  the  number  of 
congenital  defects. 

Last  year  I  commented  on  the  changing  pattern  of  the  health 
service  preshadowed  by  a  Government  Green  Paper.  This  v/as  replaced 
by  a  second  Green  Paper  early  this  year  but  the  solution  necessary 
to  produce  a  unified  service  still  seems  as  far  off  as  it  ever  was 
because  of  wide  differences  of  opinion  among  the  three  sections 
involved  along  7;ith  the  recent  change  in  Government. 

Finally,  I  v/ould  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  help  and  advice  and  the  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  support  cheerfully  given.

PHYSICAL  FEATUHSS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Borough  of  Stalyhridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Bukinfield 
and  on  the  north  v/est  by  the  Ivfunicipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  and  Ilottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  town;  the  northern  half  lies 
in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  Th  niiles 
east  of  Manchostor  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  4OO  feet  above  sea 
level,  the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000 
feet. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Although  this  part  of  the  County  was  originally  developed  as 
a  textile  area  there  has  been  a  changing  pattern  over  the  years. 
It  is  true  textiles  still  employ  the  greatest  number  of  people, 
but  other  industries  have  crept  into  the  to^;m  and  created  their 
o\m  problems,  particularly  to  tenants  of  adjoining  properties.

BIRTH  RATE 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  Births  in  the  Borough  in  1969  when  379 
were  recorded.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  19O  males  and  186  females,  and 
gives  a  corrected  livehirth  rate  of  19*39  per  thousand  population.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  decreased  from  45  to  23  representing  jfo  of 
all  births.  This  rate  has  for  many  years  varied  between  l^/o  and  5^  tiut 
the  last  six  years  have  shown  a  gradual  increase  but  falling  again  to  the 
1965/66  figure.

DEATH  RATE 


The  munher  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  also  decreased  by 
44  to  287.  Of  these  143  were  males  and  144  were  females  giving 
a  crude  death  rate  of  13.3  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalyhridge ,  that  is  the  death 
rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex  distri¬ 
bution  in  Stalybridge  compared  v/ith  the  country  as  a  whole,  v/as 
14*1  Chest  conditions  resulted  in  58  deaths  of  which  8  were 
carcinoma  of  the  lung  (7  men,  1  woman)  and  16  were  from  bronchitis 
and  emphysema.  There  were  30  deaths  from  pneumonia.  Heart  disease 
claimed  82  victims  of  which  the  greatest  number  was  from  coronary 
thrombosis,  62  patients  died  from  this  condition. 

There 'was  one  suicide  in  the  borough  during  1969»  though 
accidents  accounted  for  12  deaths  (  4  motor  vehicle  and  8  by  other 
accidents) . 

IHF/iHT  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  10  infant  deaths  during  the  year  equal  to  those  of 
last  year.  This  represents  a  rate  of  27. OJ?  25»25  in  1968. 

STILLBIRTHS 


There  were  7  stillbirths  notified  in  1969  giving  a  rate  of 
18  per  thousand  related  births  (22.72  in  1968). 

NEO-NATAL.  DELiTII  RilTE 


The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths, 
was  13  compared  with  25 *25  in  1968. 

PERI-NATAL  DEATH  RATE 


This  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surrounding 
the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbiirblas .  It 
decreased  this  year  to  31  from  41*97« 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year#

I  appreciate  that  teething  troubles  v/ith  one  particular  type  of 
vaccine  led  to  a  less  vigorous  national  campaign,  but  even  so  my 
impression  is  that  vaccination  against  this  disease  has  not  proved 
popular  locally.  V/hooping  Cough  continues  to  be  less  troublesome 
(2  cases)  and  only  one  case  of  Infective  Jaundice  was  notified.

Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 

The  Report  for  19^9  is  the  24th  I  have  presented  on  the  vrork 
carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Department  and  Public  Health  Inspector; 
section  of  the  Health  Department. 

Refuse  Collection  continues  to  be  a  major  headache  -  wagon 
breakdowns 5  an  increase  in  time  lost  through  sickness |  a  certain 
amount  of  absenteeism  amongst  a  small  percentage  of  the  men  and 
difficulties  in  labour  recruitment  when  men  leave  make  the  running 
of  a  very  essential  service  difficult.  It  is  expected  that  Work 
Study  will  be  carried  out  in  the  Department  in  the  near  future  and 
that  a  Bonus  Scheme  to  increase  the  earnings  of  Cleansing  Department 
employees  in  return  for  increased  productivity,  will  result.  If  it 
does  it  could  be  that  some  of  the  difficulties  in  operating  the 
refuse  collection  service  will  disappear  but  will  it  bring  others? 

Refuse  Disposal  is  a  continual  worry  -  the  tip  roads,  partic¬ 
ularly  during  Y\ret  weather,  become  thick  with  mud  v/ith  consequent 
damage  to  vehicles 5  strong  winds  cause  paper  troubles;  indiscriminat 
tipping  by  outsiders  causes  untidiness;  fires  started  by  children  ar, 
vandals  cause  nuisance  to  nearby  property;  floods  on  the  tipping  Ian 
and  on  Binishes  Road  caused  by  the  choking  of  a  culvert  under  land  nc 
owned  by  the  local  authority,  cause  trouble  and  inconvenience  to  the 
Department  and  to  persons  using  the  road.  Lack  of  suitable  covering 
material  and  loading  shovel  breakdowns  add  to  the  difficulties  of 
disposing  of  refuse  by  Controlled  Tipping.  Disposal  of  refuse  by 
this  means  is  extremely  cheap  but  causes  considerable  trouble  and 
anxiety  to  the  official  responsible  for  operating  the  service.  Wher. 
one  compares  the  cost  of  Refuse  Disposal  in  Stalybridge  with  that  of 
some  local  authorities  who  use  other  methods  of  disposal  one  wonders 
v/hether  the  ratepayers  appreciate  their  good  fortune i  Consideratio 
is  being  given  to  schemes  of  joint  refuse  disposal  v/ith  adjacent 
local  authorities  and  a  survey  by  the  Local  Government  Operational 
Research  Unit  is  being  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that  progress  will 
be  made  and  that  refuse  disposal  by  incineration  or  pulverisation  on 
a  regional  basis  will  become  a  reality  in  the  not  too  distant,  fute 
If  it  does  haulage  costs  to  the  disposal  site  will  be  high  and  the 
actual  disposal  costs  will  rise  very  considerably,  but  the  tipping 0 
crude  refuse  will  cease  and  that  in  itself,  in  the  opinion  of  certai 
Cleansing  Officers,  v/ill  be  v/orth  a  lot  of  money. 
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Alterations  and  improvements  at  the  Slaughterhouse,  including 
the  construction  of  a  "cold”  room  within  the  cooling  hall  completed 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  meant  that  all  slaughtering  could  he 
carried  out  on  Monday  to  Friday  each  week.  For  a  very  considerable 
number  of  years  a  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  on  Meat  Inspection 
duty  each  vrcekend  and  holida;>’’  period  -  the  new  slaughtering  arrange¬ 
ments  make  this  weekend  duty  unnecessary. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  properties  has  continued  according  to 
plan  and  tv/o  further  Public  Inquiries  were  held.  Approximately 
2,200  houses  have  been  represented  in  Clearance  Areas  since  1955? 
a  praiseworthy  effort  for  a  tov/n  with  a  population  of  under  22,000. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  record  the  loyal  and  conscientious 
service  given  by  all  members  of  the  staff  and  the  help  and  encourage¬ 
ment  given  to  the  department  by  the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

No  domestic  refuse  has  yet 
been  ti^Dped  by  us  in  Stonecliffe  Quarry,  which  the  Corporation 
ovm.  Indiscrininato  and  unauthorised  tipping  at  weekend  and 
evenings  has  again  occurred. 

The  refuse  disposal  survey  conducted  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Operational  Research  Unit  continued.  The  survey  in  v^hich 
Stalybridge  took  part  covered  the  local  authorities  around 
Stockport.  A  further  survey  covering  the  local  authorities  in 
the  Oldliam  area  was  started  and  whilst  Stalybridge  did  not 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  this  survey,  it  may  be  that  the  siting 
of  the  disposal  plant  could  be  more  accessible  than  the  one 
covering  the  Stockport  area.  Interest  was  maintained  in  both 
surveys  and  the  possibility  of  a  joint  plant  for  the  use  of 
A sh t on-unde r-Lyne,  Dukinfield  &  Stalybridge  was  still  very  much 
in  mind.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  tv^enty  first  Annual  Report  on  those  services 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  under  the 
Second  Schedule  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Scheme  of 
Divisional  Health  Administration. 

The  main  change  in  the  seivices  in  this  area  has  been 
in  the  field  of  Child  Health  brought  about  by  the  adoption  of 
the  Sheldon  Report.  The  new  technique  of  developmental  screen¬ 
ing  has  proved  to  be  successful  in  all  the  clinics  in  the 
Division  and  mothers  are  finding  this  type  of  examination  both 
interesting  and  illuminating.  Due  to  this  and  to  the  suspension 
of  sales  of  proprietory  foods  the  Voluntary  Committee  in  Dukinfield 
felt  it  no  longer  had  a  useful  role  to  play  and,  therefore,  dis¬ 
banded  after  many  many  years  of  ?rork  at  the  clinics  in  Astley  Street, 
King  Street  and  Dewsnap  Lane.  1  would  like  to  thank  its  members  for 
the  excellent  support  they  have  given  us  during  all  this  time. 

Measles  vaccination  never  really  got  off  to  a  good  start  and 
during  the  year  one  manufacturer  withdrew  his  vaccine.  We  v/ere 
f  orced  to  limit  our  programme  ?/hich  has  never  recovered  and  a  big 
effort  on  evcrbody's  part  is  required  if  v/e  are  to  contain  this 
disease . 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  forbearance  and  to  the  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  v/illing  assistance  and  cheerful  support  through¬ 
out  the  year.

Births 


There  was  a  decrease  in  births  during  the  year  from  668  to 
652.  The  record  for  the  last  four  years  is  555?  627?  668,  652. 

Of  these  births  465  or  71*5?^  occurred  in  hospital  or  maternity 
home.  The  large  number  of  bookings  in  hospital  has  meant  the 
continuation  of  the  priority  system  for  admission  and  the  system 
of  early  discharge  after  delivery.  Home  and  social  conditions  are 
assessed  by  this  department  and  we  have  yet  to  have  a  refusal  on 
an  adverse  report  from  me.  The  midwives,  themselves,  assess 
conditions  in  order  to  help  the  hospital  decide  whether  a  patient 
can  be  discharged  after  48  hours  of  delivery.

Pro'blem  Families 

At  present  there  are  27  lenovm  pro'blem  families  in 
the  Division  and  a  great  deal  of  effort  is  expended  by 
all  members  of  the  staff  in  an  attempt  to  uplift  and 
finally  resolve  the  family  problems  and  rehabilitate  the 
family. 

I.fuch  use  is  made  of  voluntary  bodies,  particularly 
T7.R.V.S.  and  S.S.A.F.A.  in  provision  of  cash  grants  and 
clothing  to  needy  families.  The  cash  grants  usually  are 
obtained  to  pay  rent  arrears  when  eviction  is  threatened 
and  to  alleviate  other  debts  which  may  be  creating  problems. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  S.S.A.F.A.  sources  and 
Regimental  Associations  in  the  last  year  no  less  than  £1,071 
was  granted  to  cases  in  which  the  County  Council  v/as  providing 
social  case  work  -

The  cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  service  continues  to  increase 
year  by  year  and  19^9  was  no  exception  to  this  mle.  As  far 
as  Dukinfield  Nursery  was  concerned  there  was  an  increase  in 
gross  expenditure  from  26/-d.  a  day  to  26/l0d.  The  net 
expenditure  decreased  from  l7/l0d.  to  l7/3d.

I  was  again  disappointed  v/ith  the  reduction  in  the  percentage  of 
consents,  79.?  compa-red  with  80.38  in  1968,  especially  as  this  form  of 
vaccination  gives  excellent  protection  against  tuberculosis.  During  the 
year  we  continued  to  use  the  Dermojet  vaccination  technique  with  encourag¬ 
ing  results.  This  method  is  both  quicker  and  more  acceptable  to  the 
children  and  may  prove  to  be  the  method  of  choice  in  the  future.

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Handicapped  Persons 


Vfe  are  fipding  a  continuing  demand,  for  assistance,  from 
handicapped  persons,  -  a  result  rather  of  an  increasing 
knowledge  of  \7hat  the  Committee  can  provide  than  of  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases.  Alteration  to  property  lias  continued 
20  cases  have  been  assisted  in  this  v/ay,  in  the  main  v/ith 
alteration  to  baths,  provision  of  rails,  seats  and  staircase 
handrails.  Ramps  are  often  provided  to  enable  wheel  chairs 
to  be  easily  used  within  and  without  the  house.  Small  aids 
are  also  provided  to  enable  the  disabled  housev/ife  to  more 
easily  cope  in  the  kitchen  ¥;ith  simple  chores  -  such  as, 
opening  tins,  turning  gas  taps,  the  cutting  of  bread. 

97  visits  have  been  made  to  handicapped  persons. 

The  Hukinfield  Craft  Class  continued  on  Tuesday  after¬ 
noons  and  has  now  extended  its  iirogramme  to  alternate 
Thursday  evenings  for  social  activities.  The  Stalybridge 
Craft  Class  on  Thursday  afternoons  and  Tuesday  evenings 
continues  and  attendances  have  increased  so  much  so  that 
an  extra  afternoon  class  had  to  be  arranged  on  Mondays. 

Several  special  functions  have  been  arranged  varying 
from  day  trips  to  the  sea-side,  film  shows,  cookery 
demonstrations,  bring  &  buy  sales  and  an  exhibition  of 
handicrafts  in  conjunction  with  the  Cripples  Help  Society. 

During  the  year  the  special  vehicle  for  handicapped 
persons  continued  to  serve  this  division  as  well  as  Hyde 
and  North  Hast  Chssliire.

In  addition  to  the  ahove,  the  following  cases  wore  also  dealt  with 
by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  following  referral  to  the  department. 

32  patients  were  referred  to  out-patient  clinics  during  the  year, 
thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  their  admission  into  hospital 

In  67  cases  information  was  laid  before  the  Mental  V/elfare  Officer 
but  after  investigation  of  the  circumstances,  no  further  action 
was  taken  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  and  they  Y/ere  referred 
to  the  appropriate  agency  whose  function  it  was  to  deal  with  such 
particular  x-^^roblems  i.e.  Childrens  Department,  Probation  etc. 

2.  12  cases  v/ere  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Department  for 

admission  to  residential  accommodation. 

3o  12  subnormal  patients  were  admitted  into  hostels  and  private 
establishments  for  short  term  care,  to  relieve  the  imrents  or 
guardians  of  their  responsibility  for  a  short  v^hile. 
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4.  After  care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  v/ithin 
the  District  has  heen  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  in  this  respect  192  new  cases  were  referred  from 
the  Psychiatric  Unit,  Ashton  General  Hospital. 

5.  Domicilliary  supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely 
subnormal  patients  has  been  carried  out  within  the 
district  and  half  yearly  reports  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Grange  Road  Youth  Club  for  the  Mentally  Subnomal  has  gone 
from  strength  to  strength  throughout  the  year  and  activities  have 
included  day  trips  to  Chester  Zoo,  Belle  Vue  Circus,  Manchester 
Airport  and  various  other  places  of  interest.  Other  Youth  Club 
activities  such  as  football  matches  were  organised  and  proved  to 
be  a  success.  Also  various  fund  raising  activities  such  as  Bring 
and  Buy  Sales,  Coffee  Evenings  etc.  were  arranged  during  the  year. 

A  new  innovation  was  the  setting  up  of  the  Greenfield  Psychiatric 
Social  Club,  held  each  Tuesday  evening  at  the  Clinic  Centre,  Hyde. 

This  also  is  flourishing  and  the  Club  did  receive  a  donation  of 
£75  from  the  County  Health  Committee  for  the  provision  of  equipment. 
Here  again  the  full  co-operation  of  the  local  Psychiatric  Unit  has 
been  essential  to  make  the  Club,  the  success  that  it  is. 

Staff  changes  -  Mr.  D.J.  Dilworth  was  successful  in  the  final 
examination  of  the  C.S.W.  Certificate  at  the  Manchester  Polytechnic 
and  has  once  more  returned  to  full  duties,  having  been  promoted  to 
Deputy  krea  Mental  welfare  Officer. 

Me  lost  the  services  01  Miss  P.  Carr  M.V/.O.  during  the  year, 
who  successfully  gained  a  position  with  Somerset  County  Council  Social 
Services  Department  and  wq  hear  on  the  grapevine  that  since  she  left 
us  she  has  got  herself  engaged  to  an  Officer  in  the  Merchant  Navy  and 
is  shortly  to  be  married. 

Mr.  L.  Dowson,  M.U.O.  has  been  seconded  to  the  Millbank  College, 
Liverpool  for  two  years,  in  order  to  obtain  professional  qualification 
in  social  work. 
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
